Bowler’s board 
post unchanged

EDWARDSVILLE — Vice 
President Paul Ray Bowler has 
not yet been convicted of any 
crime and will not be made to 
vacate his seat on the District 9 
school board, a Madison County 
circuit judge ruled yesterday. 

In a declaratory judgment, 
Associate Judge Jonathan Isbell 
said that Bowler’s plea of guilty 
was not a conviction within the 
definition of Illinois law as stat- 
ed in People vs. Lisinski, a 1976 
2nd District appellate case that 
concluded conviction occurs 
upon sentencing. 

“I can’t find that the office is 
vacated at this point ... if I do 
not believe that he has been con- 
victed under the ouster statute,’’ 
Isbell said. 


Bowler pleaded guilty to one 


count of making a false state- 
ment to a financial institution on 
Feb. 16. -He was originally 
charged with four counts in a 
federal indictment but the others 
were dropped. 

The charges stem from a loan 
Bowler applied for in 1984 while 
attempting to purchase six four- 
unit-apartment~ buildings. Sen- 
tencing is scheduled for May 26. 

At the school board's Feb, 21 
meeting, school attorney William 
Schooley told the board that, in 
his opinion, there was a vacancy 
as of the date of the guilty plea 

Schooley cited the Illinois 
School Code, which says there is 
a vacancy in the event of a 
board member's ‘conviction of 
an infamous crime or of any 
offense involving a violation of 
official oath.”

Ridership losses were greatest 
‘or express routes bringing com- 
muters from Madison County, 
including Granite City, to down- 
town, Jurkowski sai “Prelimi- 
mary’ analysis of these routes 
indicate a greater resistance to 
‘the. 25 percent increase in fare 


from $1 to $1.25.”" 

Express routes in St. Clair 
County carried 2.3 percent fewer 
Passengers, and in. Missouri 
express ridership was off 4.8 
percent. Boardings on local 
routes were down 6.4 percent. 

Jurkowski calculated that 
resistance to the higher fares 
accounted for 4.5 percent of the 
ridership. loss and that the 
remainder resulted from the 
summer's extreme heat as well 
as cutting service in Madison 
County: 

Metroliner, while a bright 
spot, isn’t doing so well that the 
fare should be increased to $1.50 
from $1.25, executive director R. 
Raleigh D’Adamo said. When the 
coach buses were introduced last 
fall, Bi-State commissioners 
authorized an introductory fare

Bi-State buys its own place-

Architects envision a building 
almost twice as large as the 
courthouse. The new building 
would have a basement, three 
floors and a partial fourth floor, 
Cook said. The only physical 
connection between the two 
buildings would be two tunnels 
under what is now Purcell 
Street.

Windy City? 


QUAD CITY AREA — “We 
were sitting in George Getz's 
house at Hampden and Broad- 
way. It got dark outside, and 
before we aroused ourselves to 
Jook out, there was a great rear 
that ripped at the house and we 
ran for our lives.”" 


George Richardson of Venice 
gave that description to the 
Press-Record in the aftermath 
of the tornado of Sept. 29, 1927, 
the worst tornado in living mem- 
ory to hit the Quad City area 


The '27 twister killed eight 
people here and about 100 in St. 
Louis. In more recent memory, 
tornados on “April 3, 1981, and 
May 1, 1983, caused extensive 
damage but killed no one 


. The ’27 twister leaped the Mis- 

ippi River shortly after noon 

thundered down upon Ven- 
ice at the foot of the McKinley 
Bridge, tearing a great hole in 
the power house there and 
plunging the Tri-City area into 
darkness. 

Among those killed was Ven- 
ice Police Chief *‘Uncle Mike” 
Clifford, 65, who died en route to 
St. Elizabeth Hospital after res- 
cue workers dug him from the 
rubble of his house. The next 
day. Clifford's Irish setter, Row- 
dy; refused to budge from the 
spot where he had last seen 
Clifford 

4 Madison man died of heart 
failure. The funnel touched 
down again at the St. Louis Coke 
and Iron Corporation plant (now 
the Blast Furnace Division of 
Granite City Steel), where it 
struck the “‘pig room”’ and over- 
turned a cauldron of molten iron 
on seven men. One lived. 

Property damage in the area 
totaled $5 million 
Venice was the worst hit, and 
in the days and weeks that fol- 
léwed, residents of East St. Lou- 
is, Madison and Granite City 


gave generously to relief efforts. 
By Oct. 11, $12,000 had been 
raised to help Venice rebuild. 
Prohibition was still in effect 
at the time, and accounts of 
stills and speakeasies being 
raided were a staple of the 
Press-Record. But included in 
the Sept. 30 coverage was a brief 
item relating how a Venice 
“‘beverage parlor proprietor 
dug deeply into his private 
stocks and set forth some bonaf- 
ide ton for rescue workers 
and the injured. 
The Press-Record was able to 
work through the night covering 
s 1 when the Coke Plant 


. diverted electricity from its own 


power plant to Granite City after 
the Venice power plant was 
knocked out. 

A Press-Record scribe wrote: 

“As a cloudy twilight swiftly 
yielded to darkness, starlight 
was the only illumination in 
Venice and Madison throughout 
the night. Indoors, candles gave 
a ghostly, flickering light."" 

Communications and street- 
car traffic to St. Louis were 
knocked out till the next day. 
Hundreds who worked in St. 
Louis trudged home in darkness 
across the McKinley Bridge, not 
knowing if their families had 
been spared. 


A tornado is truly one of the 
most frightening of nature’s 
for¢es. It comes quickly, with a 
rushing sound like a giant train. 
Its utter unpredictability is a 
large part of the awe and fear it 
inspires. One man’s house may 
be utterly destroyed, and yet his 
neighbor’s may remain 
unscathed. 


After the 1981 tornado that hit 
Granite City and Pontoon Beach 
damaged 102 homes, destroying 
13, one woman told the Press- 
Record that she wasn’t fright- 
ened until she looked outside and 
saw her neighbor’s mobile home 
“suspended in the air.””

Twister tips offered 


Gov. James R. Thompson has 
declared March 5-11 as Tornado 
Preparedness Week in Illinois, 
and residents are urged to learn 
a few tornado preparedness 
measures. 

“Since Illinois is located at the 
northeastern edge of the most 
tornado-prone region of the 
world, advance planning is cru- 
cial to save lives,’’ Thompson 
said. 

In 1988, there were 20 tornados 
in the state. The highest yearly 
total since 1950 was 107 in 1974; 
the lowest was four in 1952 and 
1953. Since 1950, an average of 25 
tornados touched down annually. 
Madison County has been hit by 
27 since 1950. 

As part of Tornado Prepared- 
ness Week, the Illinois Emergen- 
ey Services and Disaster Agen- 
cy, the Illinois State Police and 
the National Weather Service 
will conduct a tornado drill at 
9:50 a.m. Tuesday, March 7. The 
drill will test state and local gov- 
ernment early warning systems, 
communication systems and 
recovery capabilities. 

The Civil Defense warning 
sirens will signal the beginning

We are planning to sell our second home at the 

lake and were wondering about figuring out what 
we owe to the Internal Revenue Service for tax- 
es. 
After we subtract what we paid for the place 
from what we receive, can we also deduct all the 
extras we have spent on it? When we bought it, it 
was just a lot, no water, no septic tank, no trees, 
and ‘so on. We have also. put in new furniture. 
floor covering, appliances, dishes, pans, silver- 
ware, linens, ceiling fans, and more. Ts this all 
deductible since it will be-going to the buyer? 

We also have eight soft maple trees, three 
hard maples, two flowering crab apples and 
shrubs, which are all mature now. How do we 
figure the value of them, and can we also deduct 
for establishing our yard and a driveway, side- 
walk and patio? We are retired and will be 67 
and 68 years old by the time we sell.

Answer: Boy, when you walk away from a 
place, you don’t kid around, do you? Silverware, 
furniture and dishes, no less. When you say that 
this was ‘‘just a lot, no water, no septic tank, no 
I assume that you are also saying 
.”” either. 

As far as the Internal Revenue Service is con- 
cerned, a second home is treated exactly like 
your principal residence when you sell it and tote 
up the tax liability. However, we don’t use the 
word ‘‘deductibles’’ when we do this. Capital 
improvements and a bundle of other expenses

The only thing you 
tan't add back is the cost of your labor, on the 
off-chance that you built it yourself. You can add 
back miscellaneous expenses such as the loan 
origination fee in getting the money for the pur- 
chase of the lot (if applicable), as well as any 
hazard insurance, title insurance, escrow fees - 
and recording and transfer fees 

And, sure, you can add back the cost of the 
plumbing and septic tank, the trees, the drive- 
way, the patios, the whole ball of wax. And, in 
your case, since you're throwing everything into 
the deal, you can also add back the cost of the 
appliances, furniture and so forth which, normal- 
ly, a seller would take with him and would not 
add to his base cost. You will, however, have to 
break your sales price down, at the time, to dif. 
ferentiate how .much is allocated to the house 
itself, and how much represents the cost of these 
furnishings 

Also, at sale time, a lot of the expenses of 
sell the house, most dominantly the real 
estate broker’s commission, will be deducted 
from the price you receive to reduce the tax even 
further. 

Now, there’s just one fly in this otherwise 
pleasant vintment: I hope you've kept good 
records because the IRS is going to demand that 
you produce them to substantiate adding them 
back to the base cost. Fair enough?

The computer chip, whether 
we're aware of it or not, has 
invaded nearly every as; t of 
modern life, be it the "home, 
office, industry, or “entertain- 
ment. This tiny chip, barely the 
size of a fingernail, has made 
fantastic changes in the world. 

“Chips and Changes” is 
intended as @ permanent exhibit 
at the St. Louis Science Center 
in Forest Park, focuses on the 
computer chip and attempts to 
explain it in a way that will fas- 
cinate children and adults. 

“The exhibit illustrates all 
aspects of the computer chip; its 
development, its manufacture 
and its variety of uses,” said Dr. 
Jeff Bonner, director of research 
and special projects at the cen- 
ter. “In a sense it’s a landmark 
exhibit in tfiat it combines the 
humanities, history and the 
sciences in an interesting way, 
not focusing only on one disci- 
pline or the other. 

“In today’s world, we can’t do 
much of anything without 
encountering the chip, so it's a 
very relevant display.’’ 

The exhibit, wHich was orga- 
nized by the Association of Sci- 
ence-Technology Centers in 
Washington, D.C., combines 
interactive computer displays, 
robotics, historical objects, pic

In this exhibit the visitor will 
learn how a chip is made to hold 
more than 1 million electronic 
components and 64,000 bits of 
information. These bits of infor- 
mation do a wide variety of jobs 
from providing entertainment 
thre video games to diagnos- 
ing illness CAT scans to 
reading aloud to children and 
the visually impaired through 
“talking” books. Displays illus- 
trate these and many other 
devices that use computer chips. 

Among the ‘‘hands on’’ dis- 
plays at the exhibit is the table- 
top robot, which is akin to the 
human arm and illustrates the 
use of robotics in industry.
